(a) It shall be the duty of every humane officer or 
assistant humane officer of the city to apprehend and 
impound all dogs and cats found running at large. Any 
dog or cat so impounded may, upon payment of the red¬ 
emption fee specified below, be redeemed by the owner 
within seventy-two hours after the impounding of such 
dog or cat reclaiming such dog or cat at the humane 
shelter; provided, that the owner of such dog or cat 
shall pay to the city a redemption fee of ten dollars 
for the first offense; twenty-five dollars for the 
second offense; and fifty dollars for the third offense 
and each succeeding offense thereafter.
